In a sombre statement read 
live on television by tlie pres¬ 
ident, Zuma told his fellow

Aruba’s pension system is: “Pay as you Go” 

Today’s workgroup paying 
for today's pensions 



□ RANJE3TAD - Although 
our Old Age Pension pro¬ 
gram (ADV) was introduced 
way back in 1960, many are 
not aware of how the system 
fLinctions. The government 
has req^uested SVB, which is 
tlie institution in chagre of 
managing the fund to begin 


an infoimatiDn campaign 
to report on the proposed 
changes m Uie fund. 

The AOV was 
founded to avoid p overty 
among our senior citi¬ 
zens. It had to become a 
basic financial support 
for our seniors. In tlie 
anginal plan ADV was to 
be complimented with a 
general pension for all 
workers which was 
achieved in 2012 by tlie 
Eman I admim strati on. 
This means that those 
working today are p aying 
for the pension of our 
seniors. 

According to SVB di¬ 
rector Edwin Jacobs, for the 
m^onty of our seniors, AOV 
IS tiieir only fomi of income. 
Instead of it becoming a sup¬ 
port for a portion of their lost 
income, ithas become practi¬ 
cally tlieir only source of in¬ 
come However, he indicates 
that our seniors deserve to 


live in trFinquility; hence they 
cannot continue in the uncer- 
tamty of what may happ en to 
AOV 

According to botli Jacobs 
and the ex-mtenm director of 
SVB, Herbert Diaz, tlie ADV 
fimd is based on a particular 
formula: 1. the incomes, 
which depends on ho w many 
people, are working, the av¬ 
erage salary and the premium 
they ai'e paying, 2. the ex¬ 
penses, how many pensioners 
there are and how much they 
are paid. If tins remains in 
balance there will b e no prob¬ 
lem. But what we are seeing 
111 the past years is that less 
people are entering the job 
market to contribute to the 
hind, while tlie group of sen¬ 
iors to receive pension is 
growing. 

Not even the boom in tlie 
90’s winch provided for a 
20D niilliDn Florin reserve is 
not enough. Everyday less 
people are working to carry 
the amount of pensioners 
there are. We have a system 
of "pay as you go," there 
mu St b e enou gh p eopl e wo rk- 
ing to pay for pensioners,” 
according to Diaz. 

In 2005 tliere were 11 
thousand pensioners, today 
there are 14 thousand and tlie 
projection for 203D is that 
there will he 3D thousand 
pensioners. 

The goal of the current 
discussions in the National 
Social Dialogue with all the 
stakeholders is to reach a 
consensus to guarantee the 
pension, in the future. To 
aclueve tlus, we must reach a 
solution that is socially ac¬ 
ceptable and financially vi¬ 
able Togehter w'e can 
aclueve this for the welfare of 
our community^ according to

A sculpture, symbolic of our 
history and our community 

AiHiba Bank unveils an oiiginal and 
unique work of ai't hy local ai'tist Cii'o Abatti 



HATD — Dunng tlie apemng 
celebration of Aruba Bank’s 
new blanch 111 Hato on Satur¬ 
day invited guests witnessed 
the unveiling of a spectacular 
sculpture created by local 
artist Giro Abath. Aruba Bank 
c 0 mini SSI one d Abath to cre¬ 
ate a centerpiece, a sculpture 
destined to became an icon, a 
wark of art which bnngs to- 
getlier an impressive expres¬ 
sion of histone, cultural and 
communal values. 

One of the elements which 
inspired Abath for his design 
was the physical location of 
Aruba Bank’s new building 
Tlie new bank branch is lo¬ 
cated in the vicinity of the 
Tanki Flip dig, where arche¬ 
ologists discovered various 
artifacts which helped them 
gain insight into the lives of 
the people who resided on die 
island in preliistone times 

The resulting artwork cre¬ 
ated by Abath, and cast in 


bronze, is approximately 
4.40 meters tall Based on 
discussions and interviews 
widi archeologists firom the 
Archeological Museum of 
Aruba, Abath created a col¬ 
umn, a symbiosis of strength 
and confidence - symbolic of 
the banking industry and rep¬ 
resented in archeological ele¬ 
ments - as a living testimany 
0 f our lu story. 

The art piece integrates 
Abath's interpretation of a 
p re-Columbus instrument, 
the stone hatchet, leaning on 
a base of massive tree roots 
whose structure and fomi is 
derived firom and inspired by 
the local Fofoti tree. 

Tlie hatchet represents the 
spirit of work and creativity 
possessed by our island's 
people; the roots connect the 
sculpture to its foundation, 
representing their cultural 
and historical relations, as 
they intertwine. 

At die base of the sculp¬ 
ture, between the roots, one 
can observe the shape of an 
ancient burial um, as well as 
a lizard. Hie hatchet itselL 
bears vanous pre-Columbus 
symbols. Some other recog¬ 
nizable elements are the owl. 
a firo g and one more, wluch is 
up to each person to look for 
and identify in the sculpture

Nelson Mandela was at the 
forefront of all the major chap¬ 
ters in tlie anti-apartlieid Ins- 
tory — even fr'om belnnd bars. 

Along with Oliver Tambo 
and Walter Sisulu, Mandela 
was part of a tmtimvirate that 
oversaw the African National 
Congress's transformation 
frrom banned liberation move¬ 
ment to the natural party in 
government in Pi'etona. 

Hi s p as sin g Thnrs day at Uie 
age of 95, after the earlier 
deaths of Tambo and Sisuln, 
robs the ANC of the last 
prominent frgiire whose repu¬ 
tation stems fr'om ihearrole as 
guemllas, ratlier than adminis¬ 
trators of the Rainbow Na¬ 
tion" for winch they fougiit. 

M andel a was instrumental m 


persuading the ANC to sluft 
from being a mere pobticd patty 
towards adopting atined strug¬ 
gle as an mstaiment for change. 

Tlie creatton 111 19fil of 
Umkhonto we Sizwe (Spear of 
the Nation), the armed wing of 
the ANC, constituted a major 
turmng p oint for an organisa¬ 
tion which for half a centuiy 


was an apostle of non-violence 
"I, who had never been a 
soldier, who had never fought 
in battle, who had never frred a 
gun at an enemy, had been 
given the task of stalling an 
army," Mandela wrote in his 
autobiography of his appoint¬ 
ment as the overall commander 
of Umklionto we Sizwe.

(yard) safety penmeter aroimd 
the hazardous material after it 
was found about an hour's 
dnve north of Mexico City on 
Wednesday two days after the 
tiuck transporting it was 
stolen 

The radioactive cobalt-dO 
source, winch is considered 
extremely dangerous" by the 
United Nations'nuclear watch¬ 
dog, was originally inside a 
cancer-treatment device that 
was on die truck. 

Tlie equipment was from a 
hospital in the noi1hwestern 
city of Tijuana and was on its 
way to a radio active waste dis¬ 
posal faicihtyin central Mexico 
when it was snatched. 

The medical teletheiapy de¬ 
vice had been inside a steel-re¬ 
inforced wooden box, but the 
protective container was 
opened and tlie radioactive 
waste was separated from the 
equipment in the town of 
Hueypoxtla, 70 kilometers (43 
miles) north of the capital 

Tlie dangero us m ateri al was 
found about one kilometer (O.fi 
miles) from the truck, which 
tlie driver said was stolen by 
two gumnen at a service sta¬ 


tion on Monday. 

The National Commission 
for Nuclear Safety and Safe¬ 
guards (C NS NS) said a family 
found tlie open medical device 
and brought it inside thar 
home. They were also near the 
radioactive source. 

"We will have to keep this 
family unda medical watch 
for the sole reason of being 
near a certain distance fi'om tlie 
source," CNSNS operations 
director Mardonio Jimenez 
told Milenio television, with¬ 
out specifying how many peo¬ 
ple were in the family. 

Authorities have warned 
that whoever removed tlie ra- 
di D activ e materi ai by hand was 
probably contaminated and 
could soon die. Authorities are 
still looking for tlie tin eves. 

Jimenez said it would take 
up to three days to place the 
source in a safe contauier and 
take it to the radioactive waste 


storage facility where it was 
originally headed. 

The UN agency said tliatif 
not securely protected, tlie ma¬ 
terial "would be likely to cause 
permanent injury to a person 
who handled it or who was 
otherwise in contact witli it for 
more tlian a few minutes" 

nie incident was a re¬ 
minder of the dangers posed 
by the huge amounts of nu- 
cleai' materi ai in hospitals and 
industry around tlie world if 
diey are not handled properly 
and with sufficieiit secuiity. 

In particular, there are feai's 
til at extremists could steal tlie 
malenal and put it in a so- 
called dirty bomb - an explo¬ 
sive device spreading 
radioactivity over a wide area 
and sparking mass pamc.

PARIS (AFP) - Scientists said 
Wednesday they may have 
found the earliest signs yet of 
autism m infants -- babies as 
young as two montlis starting 
to evade otlier people's eyes. 

Eye-evasion has long been 
regarded as a hallmark of 
autism, but its potential value 
as an eaiiy diagnostic tool had 
not been explored before, a 
team of researchei's wrote m 
tlie journal Nature. 

Hiey studied 110 infants 
fr’om birth until two years, 
using eye-traidcing technology 
to measure the way they 
looked at people's faces Hnr- 
teen o f the children were later 
diagnosed with an autism 
spectrum disordei' (ASD) 

“In infants later diagnosed 
With autism, we see a steady 
de dine in how much tliey look 
at mom's eyes throughout the 
first two ye Ett's of life. Bind even 
witbn the first six months," 
study CD-autlior Wari'en Jones 
of tlie Emory Umversity 
School of Medicine told AFP 

In some children the signs 
could be obsei'ved already 



from the age of two months. 

Making eye contact is con¬ 
sidered an important pait of 
human social interaction and 
development. 

The reseai'ch team not only 
uncovered that eye-evasion 
was present in autistic children 
already at an early age, but 
crucially also that eye contact 
declined over tune ratlier tliau 
bang absent from the start. 

While there is no cure for 
autism, studies have shown 


that an early start with behav¬ 
ioural therapy improves learn¬ 
ing, communication and social 
skills in young children with 
autism. 

The team had used teclinol- 
ogy to measure eye-movement 
p atterns when they showed the 
cluldren video s of actors p ost¬ 
ing as caregivas -- playing 
game.s and interacting with 
them. 

They found tliat infants later 
diagnosed with ASD showed 
less and less attention to the 
actor's eyes over time, a pat¬ 
tern that IS not seen in typi¬ 
cally-developing infants. 

Those whose levels of eye 
contact diminished most rap¬ 
idly were also most disabled 
later m life, the researchers 
found. 

Hiey had used two groups 
of children; 51 at low risk of 
developing autism and 59 at 
high nsk -- tliose with an older 
sibling already diagnosed. 

ASD describes a broad range 
of impairments m which a per¬ 
son is unable or unwilling to 
communicate or interact with 
otliers, often cnpplingly so. 

Some patients have delays 
m cognitive development 
whereas otliers can have daz¬ 
zling gifts in specific fields 
such as maths or music. Hie 
causes remain unclear. 

According to World Health 
Orgamsahojii figures, one child 
m 160 has an autism spectrum 
disorder -- considered among 
the most highly heritable of 
psychiatiic conditiQiis 

The team warned that par¬ 
ents would not be able to ob¬ 
serve the dechne in eye contact 
themselves._

The healtli department has 
fiaised with border officers in 
the neighbounng mainland 
China city of Shenzhen to stay 
aleit for travellers and cross- 
border students with fever or 
otlier symptoms, a government 


spokesman told AFP. 

Suspected cases of avian in¬ 
fluenza would immedi ately be 
refeiTed to public hospitals. 

Inspections were being 
stepped up at all entry points 
including fi'om Shenzhen. 

Hong Kong on Monday an¬ 
nounced that a 3d-year-old In¬ 
donesian helper was its first 
human case of H7N9. 

More than 320 otlier people 
are uii der m edi cal suiv'eill anc e 
hut not quai'antined. 

In all, 137 human cases of 
H7N9 have been reported in 
mainland Cluna since Febru¬ 
ary with 45 deaths, according 
to the World Health Organisa¬ 
tion.

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Hackers stole 2 million passwords: researchers 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Tlie 
discovery of some two million 
stolen online passwords this 
week prompted firesli wainmgs 
from security researchers to 
strengthen protection fr'om 
hackers. 

US-based security firm 
Trust wave said it located the 
stolen credentials on a server 
in the Netherlands, affecting 
accounts fi'om Facet o ok, 
Google, Yalioo and otlier 
ma)or firms. 

Tmstwave said in a blog 
post that many oftlie compro- 
nused accoimts had weak pass¬ 
words - sometimes with fewer 
than four characters. 

Only five percent were rated 
^excellent" with eight or more 
characters. And many were 
easy to guess such as "1234“ 
Dr‘n34Sl3." 



‘Unfortunately, there were 
more terrible passwords than 
excellent ones, more bad pass¬ 
words than good, and the ma¬ 
jority, as usual, is somewhere 
m b etween in tlie medium cat- 
egoiy," the blog post said. 

The compromised accounts 
were linked to a "botnet" 
called Pony, which infected 


computers with malware and 
allowed hackers to remotely 
access the devices 
Victimised computers were 
found in some 100 countries, 
the statement said. “Hie attack 
is fairly global and ... at least 
some of the victims are scat¬ 
tered all over the world." 

Independent security re¬ 
searcher Graliam Cluley said 
the incident was a large-scale 
version of a common type of 
attack. 

"Innocent users' computers 
have become infected witli 
malware, which grabbed login 
details as they were entered by 
users," he said in a blog post 
"Hiis data was tlien trans¬ 
mitted to the cybercnmmals -- 
eitlier so they could access the 
accDiuits themselves or (more 


likely) sell on the details to 
other online criminals" 

Sei^e Malenkovich of the 
security firm Kaspersky said 
cyberciiminals can also steal 
credentials fi'om people who 
check tlieir emails or Facebook 
accounts fiom a public com¬ 
puter 

" As p assword the ft b app en s 
more often, this habit has be¬ 
come even more dangerous, 
especially if you consider that 
your daily routine now in¬ 
cludes persistent access to fi¬ 
nancial bfansacUons -- from 
classical online banking to 
fund transfers using Gmail at¬ 
tachments That's why a seem¬ 
ingly innocent Twitter 
password theft might eventu¬ 
ally lead to die loss of real 
money. “ 


NSA tracks mobile phone locations worldwide: report 


WASHINGTON (AFP)-Tlie 
National Security Agency is 
collecting some 5 billion 
records a day on the location 
of mobile phones around the 
world. The Washington Post 
reported, citing documents 
from US intelligence leaker 
Edwai'd Snowden. 

The information is added to 
a gigantic database tliat shows 
tlie locations of "at least hun¬ 
dreds of millions of cell 
phones* worldwide, a stunnmg 
revelation that suggests tlie 
eavesdropping agency has cre¬ 
ated a mass surveillance tool, 
according to the Post report. 

The report comes six montlis 
since the first bombshell leaks 
from Snowden, a former infor- 
matiQU tei:liiiology subcontrac¬ 
tor for tlie NSA who says he 
spilled secrets to spark public 
debate on tlie agency's wide¬ 
spread surveillance activities.

The NSA declined to com¬ 
ment on tlie report when con¬ 
tacted by AFP. 

The data is scooped up by 
tapping into cables that link 
mobile phone networks -botli 
American and foreign — 
across the globe, the Post said. 

The location data is gath¬ 
ered with the help of ten 
"sigads* or signals mtelligenee 
activity designators. 

in an example given by the 
Post, one SI gad called 


"STORMEP.EW* collects data 
from two unnamed corporate 
frrms wbch administer inter¬ 
ception equipment Then 
"NSA asks nicely for 
tasking/updates," according to 
leaked documents 

Information from the cell 
phones of Americans traveling 
abroad also fonns part of the 
database. 

Because mobile phones 
broadcast ttieir locations even 
when there IS no call made or 
text senk NSA analysts are 
able to use matliematical tech¬ 
niques to comb through loca¬ 
tion data and track patterns of 
movement over time for a 
given suspect, it said. 

Tlie analytic methods used 
by die agency to sift tlirough 
location data are known as 
CO-TRAVELER, according to 
the report. 

Altliough tlie vast majority 


of mobile phone users are of 
no interest to the spy agency, 
the NSA galliers the bulk data 
to try to track known "intelli¬ 
gence targets" and their un¬ 
known associates, the paper 
said. 

Even the use of disposable 
cell phones that users switch 
on and off to make only brief 
calls in the hopes of avoiding 
authorities trigger note in the 
system. 

According to the Post, CO¬ 
TRAVELER combs for new 
devices connecting to a cell 
tower after another cell phone 
is used for tlie last hme. 

Hie NSA insists it does not 
inlenlio nally track (h e 1 o cab on 
data of Amencaiis, but it ends 
up receiving details that show 
the whereabouts of domestic 
mobile devices "incidentally,* 
wi'ole the Post, which also 
quoted intelligence officials.

Broad US sanctions aimed at 
keeping cert am technologies 
out of the hands of repressive 
regimes can often backfire by 
hulling democraicy move¬ 
ments, a dunk tank report said 

Hie New America Founda¬ 
tion study said US sanctions 
policies ‘remain largely out¬ 
dated in recognising how com- 
muiucations technology can 
benefit botli tlie civilian popu¬ 
lation and serve broader Amer¬ 
ican foreign policy goals.* 

It added tliat the broad-brush 
sanctions "often have negative 
consequences on the popula¬ 
tions in sanctioned countries, 
inadvertently aiding the re¬ 
pressive regimes that seek to 
control access to infomiation 
witlun their b orders." 

The researchers urged a 
move to "smait sanctions" 
winch could deny targeted 
governments the ability to 
momtor and silence opposition 
movements, wlnle allowing 
more access to personal com¬ 
munications tools. 

Hie report examined sanc¬ 
tions on Iran, Syria, Sudan, 
Sub a and Noitli Korea, where 
US companies ai'ebari'ed fi'om 
selling many types of telecom- 
muni cations equipment.

Fast-food workers 
across US push for 
higher wages 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Fast-food workers across the 
United States launched day¬ 
long strikes Thursday to push 
for what they called a "surviv¬ 
ing" wage. 

Tlie strikes affected chains 
such as McDonald's and 
Dunkin' Donuts and played out 
across a wide swathe of Amer¬ 
ican cities, h'Din New York and 
Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania^ to 
Chariest on, Soutli Cai'olina. 

Organizers said strike lines 
were planned in 100 cities 
coast-to-coast. 

Tlie workers seek a pay hike 
to $15 an hour whereas fast- 
food jobs typically are paid the 
federal nunimum wage of 
$7.25 an hour. 

"I'm stmggling and I'm still 
dependent on government as¬ 
sistance to help take care of me 
and my family," said Shemen- 
tia Butler, 3^, who works at 


McDonald's in Waslnngton 
and has two cliildren 
Thursday's strikes come on 
the heels of previous demon¬ 
strations at tlie end o f 2 Q12 and 
last August urging higher 
wages at fast-food chans. 

Labor organizers also coor¬ 
dinated "Black Fnday" protests 
last Fnday in Cliicago, Dallas 
and other cihes to push for 
Ingher pay at Wal-Mat Stores 
on one of tire most important 
shopping days of the year 
fh'otesters Tliursday urged 
President Barack Obama and 
Congress to act.

Deutsche Post tests drone delivery 


BERLIN |AFP)-Just like 
Amazon, Germany's 
Deutsche Post-DHL Is 
also testing mini-drones 
as a way to deliver pack¬ 
ages across the skies to 
your doorstep, the 
group said on Thursday. 

Online retail giant Ama¬ 
zon sparked a marketing 
frenzy Monday in an¬ 
nouncing a project to 
use flying objects more 
associated with warfare 
to deliver packages, 
mamtaining it could be 
up and running with in five years. But Deutsche Post said Thursday It too has a project 
that predates Amazon's, though the scheme is in its early stages. 'This is only a be¬ 
ginning," a Deutsche Post spokeswoman said, with the focus for now on using drones 
for home delivery of medicine. Amazon on Sunday posted a video on its website show¬ 
ing a prototype. The body of the device is about the size of a ftat^creen TV with eight 
small helicopter rotors lifting it in the air. ''I know this looks like science fiction. Ifs 
not," Amazon CE 0 Jeff 8 ezos told US broadcaster CBS when revealing the project. US 
media reported that delivery giant UPS is also researching drone home delivery-

ROME (AFP) - Italian cyclist Danilo Di Luca was on 
Thursday banned for life after testing positive for the 
banned blood booster erythropoietin (EPOj before this 
year's Tour of Italy. The punishment was meted out by 
the Italian Olympic Committee (Coni). Di Luca, 37, failed 
the control in an out of competition test on April 29, forc¬ 
ing him to quit the Giro d'ltatia. The Italian has already 
served two bans for doping incidents in the past, includ¬ 
ing a positive test for EFO in 2003. As well as the life ban, 
Di Luca was also fined 35,000 euros - his results since 
midTApril have been erased from the record books. 


MADRID (AFP) - Jose Maria del Nido, president of Sevilla 
football club, has been sentenced to seven years in 
prison for embezzlement and breaching the course of 
justice, the club said on Thursday. A lawyer by trade, Del 
Nido was accused of charging the local authority in Mar- 
bella millions of euros for work that was either unneces¬ 
sary or never even carried out between 1939 and 2003. 


KANSAS CITY (AFP) - The Kansas C^ty Royals acquired 
three^ime Japanese batting champion Norichika Aoki 
from the Milwaukee Brewers on Thursday in exchange 
for ieft-handed pitcher Will Smith.
